First Marin county work on 
the San Rafael-Richmond bridge 
will get under way early this 
Summer. A contract probably 
will be let the first part of May, 
Norman Raab, projects engine­ 
er, announced this morning. 
Raab said the work, plans and 
specification for which are now 
being prepared, will consist of 
connecting the present ferry 
trestle to the bridge construc­ 
tion. 
At the same time Raab an­ 
nounced that bids will be 
ed May 12 for construction 
one-fourth mile earth fill on the 
Richmond side to accommodate the 
mole and administration buildings 
for the bridge. Cost Is expected to 
exceed $690,000. 
Both the Richmond side project 
and the Marin contract will make 
it possible for the major bridge con­ 
tractors to easier reach location far 
their portions of the bridge con­ 
struction. 
888 FEET LONGER 
Hie Marin work will consist of 
extending the present ferry pier 
some 800 feet to the site of the first 
concrete pfcr to cany the bridge. 
Construction will be similar to that 
of the present ferry pier, Raab said, 
with wooden pilings and concrete 
road surfacing. 
Work on the first Maria std» 
bridge piers by the Gerwiek com* 
pany, substructure contractor, will 
probably not start until mid-cum­ 
mer, according to Don Weaver, 
project manager. Ha said present 
work is mostly engineering and that 
no large-scale construction or en« 
ployment 
opportunities 
will 
be 
available before late June or Italy. 
The company currently is driving 
piles for a construction wharf adja­ 
cent to the road between Blake 
Bros, gravel plant and the Rich­ 
mond ferry dock, he said. The work, 
plainly visible to the passing motor­ 
ist, is not an integral pert of the 
bridge structure.

The land has two disadvantages: (I) it to filled land with more filling required; and

These are not good, hot it Is bettor 
properly to fill the area and build the buildings on pilings than to accept an area to© 
small or too far removed from the children. 
The land can be filled satisfactorily and 
the foundations can be marie secure. 
The third factor—the light industrial toning 
can and should be cared for by the city. The industrial plants can bo built elsewhere, 
but fim o ia no other available area of proper »toe for the school . . , 


Two site« ha?« been considered: (I) approximately to acre« comprising tidal land 
plus a row of houses on Woodland Avenue, (2) a rite approximately II acres exclusive of 
the houses on Woodland Avenue. 
Site 1 appears more desirable because the school 
could be built facing a residential street, away from noise, and with the playground 
to the rear on the total area.

Historic Poplar Tree 
Gets Recognition 
CHEROKEE, N. C. (UJÜ—A *’wan- 
dering” old poplar tree which has 
been in at least four North Carolina 
counties has been formally marked 
with a bronze tablet. 
Known for the past 309 years as 
the “Boundary Tree,” the old giant 
has served as a marker for public 
and private land, divisions in North 
Carolina since 1743 when it marked 
the limit of the crown grant to Sir 
George Carteret. 
Utter surveyors designated it as a 
property marker in at least four 
counties. In 1840 it became the di­ 
viding marker between white set­ 
tlers and the Cherokee reservation.

Problem Needs New Start

Current controversy over the Sin Rafael- 
Novzto high tdboo) proMem is not being carried 
on in the cairn atmosphere which such an im­ 
portant problem demands* 
At stake, of course, is the education of an 
ever-giowing numb« of students f^ra the No­ 
vato area* Involved are San Rauad high school 
and Novato school trustees. 
Problem briefly is this: 
It is costing San Rafael high school more 
money to educate pupils from Novato, who are 
outside the district and whose parents are not 
in the school's taxing area, than it receives in 
per-pupil payment from Novato» according to 
San Rafael high school authorities. It is costing 
San Rafael residents about twice as much for each 
student in the district as the Novato students 
pay, they contend. This Novatoans are not will­ 
ing to concede! 
In an attempt to equalize the situation, San 
Rafael district asked that a hill be introduced 
in this session of the legislature which would 
change financial arrangement, increasing costs 
per pupil to Novato. 
Although the San Rafael school has been talk­ 
ing for years about the “inequity,” the bill was 
introduced and pushed to a hearing with little 
or 1» publicity or explanation. Result was the 
matter was not fully understood, it was opposed 
in committee hearing and defeated. 
San Rafael trustees, who had thought they saw 
a solution in the bfll* took a drastic step to call 
attention to their plight-tbey voted to not accept 
new high school students from outside of the 
district 
We a» certain that the San Rafael trustees 
de not desire, nor intend to permit Novato stu- 


dents to be deprived of an education. 
At the 
same time we are equally certain that Novato 
school trustees and Novato residents are not in­ 
terested in having a “free ride” at the expense 
of San Rafael residents or anyone else. 
What apparently has happened is a complete 
snafu of efectiva communications between the 
two areas. 
It is the duty of the school trustees in both 
San Rafael and Novato to work out a solution 
to that not one single boy or girl is deprived of 
a right to attend a qualified high school. 
No 
clash of personalities, of feelings, of indignation 
or anything eUe should be allowed to interrupt 
the education of the county's yopth. 
Needed is a new start, a start toward mutual 
understanding and coordinated effort 
If this 
situation is precipitated by improper law's, now 
is tito túne to have them corrected, the legisla­ 
ture is in session. 
Rut it seems certain that no 
legislation will be approved in Sacramento if 
it isn’t acceptable to the parties concerned here. 
Banning students is a dramatic method of 
calling attention to a situation. It is no solution. 
Obiviously Novato can’t build a high school 
before* September. 
It seems equally inappro­ 
priate that the students should be sent out of 
county to Petaluma, across to Tómales or *past 
San Rafael’s front door to Tamalpais or Drake. 
The next step seems to be for another try 
by San Rafael and Novato trustees to get to­ 
gether on the problem, thresh it out realistically 
and come up with an agreement which will solve 
the problem of next fall’s Freshmen and move 
toward a more permanent solution of this long­ 
time problem*

IT 18 NO LESS certain, X be­ 
lieve, that the present condition of 
Germany cannot be permanent, 
and that all policies founded on 
the present condition of Germany 
must be regarded as temporary ex­ 
pedient*. 
Germany is the largest and the 
strongest nation In Europe 
the 
largest and strongest between the 
huge Russian land mass Mid the 
essentially maritime nations of the 
Atlantic community. Yet Oermany 
is today partitioned

membered, occupied and disarmed. 
Nothing that is built upon that 
condition can be or should be 
expected to endure. It can truly 
be said that we do not have a 
European policy if we do not know 


We can well hope that these sentiments con­ 
tinue to echo far into the future.

evacuation of Germany. The mili­ 
tary occupation of Germany is the 
decisive fact in post-war Europe. 
The border line 
between 
the 
western world and the Soviet Em­ 
pire is the line where the armies 
of occupation meet This is the 
line which is known as the Iron 
Curtain. The igea behind the out­ 
posts of the Red Army is the 
Soviet orbit containing the satel­ 
lite and captive states. The area 
west of the line of occupation is 
the central ami of toe NATO al­ 
liance. 


POST-WAR Europe is the con­ 
sequence of the meeting of the 
armies in the center of Europe. 
Were these armies of occupations 
to be drawn back, the whole face 
of Europe as we have known it 
since 
1945 would 
certainly be 
radically transformed, 
Whether or not toe transforma­ 
tion is to be one that we find 
acceptable 
and 
even agreeable 
may depend on whether we have or 
do not have clear and constructive 
ideas about how Europe might 
live if the occupying armies drew 
back. 
Let us have no illusions about 
this. If the 
Soviet 
«rverament 
makes a serious offer of evacua­ 
tion, there is no way in which we 
amid refuse to negotiate it. We 
shall have to negotiate. 
To 
negotiate 
effectively 
and 
wisely we shall have to have clear 
ideas about the nature of a Eu­ 
ropean system in which the Soviet 
army on ttm one hand and the 
American and British armies on 
the other were not face to face 
in toe center of Germany. 


THE EUROPE in which Ger­ 
many was no long« partitioned 
and occupied and 
had 
become 
sovereign snd in some measure 
rearmed, Would be e quite differ­ 
ent Europe from 
the 
so-called 
"Little Europe” — namely France, 
Benelux, Western Germany and 
Italy—which are now thought of 
in the official policy of European 
"unity.” 
It wiU be a much bigger Europe. 
Though it would hot be remately 
a federated Europe, or even in the 
current use of the term a united 
Europe, it would no longer be a 
Europe sharply divided 
by 
the 
Iron Curtain. It would have the 
potentiality at least of being e 
European system. 


IF THIS IS toe shape of things 
to come, there is no greater ques­ 
tion for western diplomacy than 
to be clour about ths relation be­ 
tween toe little Europe, which we 
are working with now, and the 
bigger Europe which would begin to 
come into being if the military 
evacuation of Oermany is pro­ 
posed, negotiated, 
end 
actually 
carried out. 
The Marshall Plan, NATO, the 
Bcbuman Plan, the European de­ 
fense community are all based on 
the occupation and partition of 
Germany and of Europe. 
If the fundamental condition on 
which all these projects are now 
based is to be altered, they will 
have to be altered too. The fail­ 
ure on our part to realize that and 
to be fully prepared for the even­ 
tuality, could mean a diplomatic 
defeat of enormous consequences.

Capital assets means propertv 
held by the taxpayer (whether or 
not connected with his trade or 
business), but does not include 
stock in trade of the taxpayer or 
other property of a kincf which 
would properly be included In the 
Inventory of toe taxpayer if on 
herd at the close of the taxable 
year, or property held by the tax­ 
payer primarily for sale to custom­ 
ers in the ordinary course of hie 
trade or business, or property used 
in the trade or business of a char­ 
acter which is subject to the allow­ 
ance for depreciation, or real prop­ 
erty used in the trade or business 
of the taxpayer. 
If you have property used in 
your trade or business, or real 
property used in your trade or bus­ 
iness and it is sold at a profit, 
then the profit is taxed as a capital 
gain, as above. 
If such property is sold at a lost, 
toe entire loci is deductible instead 
of the smaller percentage that 
would be deductible if it were 
treated as a capital asset. 
If you had such a tom you would 


report it in the lower portion of 
separate schedule B under "Prop­ 
erty other than capital assets” and 
take 100 % of the loss as a deduc­ 
tion. 
If your capital losses exceed $2,- 
000 the excess is lost to you. You 
can only deduct $2,000 In capital 
losses from other Income in any 
one year. There is no provision for 
a capital loss carryover to a later 
year as there is in the Federal tax. 
However, if you have a capital loss 
over $2,000 then you should con­ 
sider filing separate returns with 
your wife. That way you may both 
be able to deduct $2,000. This would 
raise your deductible limit to $4,- 
000. You should consult your ac­ 
countant, attorney or the Fran­ 
chise Tax Board if you have such 
a case.

The San Rafael Athletic Association was given permission 
this week by the San Rafael City Council to use a piece of city 
property for the construction of a Little League baseball park! 
It's a small chunk of ground behind the parking lot where the 
old bath house was located before fire destroyed it If the SRAA 
can fit a little league diamond in that area, it's their's to use, 
die council agreed. 
We know of at least one man who won't like this generosity 
of the city council. His name is Walter Mails, and when he 
hears about this you’ll hear him scream all the way from Idaho 
where he is business manager of a base bah team. 
Mr. Mails, a native of Marin county, is not 6ne to curtail 
the advancement of such a worthy program as the Little League, 
but, he has an argument why a Little League park should not 
be built in San Rafael. He once collared us and presented his 
argument against such a project, stating that the people of San 
Rafael spent thousands ami thousands of dollars for the improve­ 
ment of Albert Field. Their money was designed to build a place 
where the Youngsters of the community could play baseball as 
well as several other sports and games. Why then, Mails pointed 
mit, can’t I ltde League baseball be played at Albert Field, instead 
of building another diamond elsewhere. "Albert Field primarily 
is for the lids, isn’t it?” he asked. He also pointed out that if 
Albert Field isn't good enough for Little League baseball, or 
any other lids, then the people A San Rafael ought to sell it 
and get their money back. * 
The SRAA, on the other hand, has its good reasons for 
building another park for the little guys. The association’s Little 
League will ha* e six teams in action using the field twice weekly; 
it also will have a semi-professional team playing twice weekly, 
and there is the possibility that a softball league will be formed. 
The SRAA also looks to the future and says that more little 
league teams plus a Pony League, (for boys 13-16} may be added 
to the local sports agenda. With all this baseball in action, Albert 
Field wouldn’t be able to accommodate everyone. Therefore, the 
SRAA feels a Little League park would be needed to solve the 
problem. 
The SRAA wants it understood that the only thing it is 
requesting from the city is use of the property. Everything else- 
construction of field, fences, grandstand, showers and mainten­ 
ance of the field etc., would be done by the SRAA. "If we had 
our own little league park, like several other cities have,” a SRAA 
spokesman pointed out, "the kids could go down there and play 
all they wanted to.

Seizures Of Many Epileptics Can Be 
Controlled By Medical Treatment 


Odd how sentimental we get over 
some handicapped kids, while re­ 
mainin’ heartless and cruel toward 
others. I think we are nastiest of all 
toward children with epilepsy. That 
goes for school folks as well as the 
rest of us. Yet epilepsy is a very 
common disease. Time we came to 
our senses about it. 


One child in a hundred has epi­ 
lepsy. At least ten in a hundred are 
potentially epileptic. Same rates 
hold with us adults, of course. There 
are all sorts of “seizures.” Some are 
so brief nobody recognizes ’em. Some 
cause 
violent 
convulsions. 
Some 
cause a temporary mental haziness. 
What happens is that the Electrical 
impulses in the brain cut loose. It’s 
like what happens in your car when 
your clutch slips ancF your engine 
races. When balance is restored the 
person doesn’t remember what hap­ 
pened. 


We used to think that a child with 
epilepsy was doomed. He’d undergo 
a mental decline and wind up in an 
institution. Thank the good Lord we 
know better now. Today more than 
half the victims will have their seiz-

ures completely controlled by medi­ 
cal treatment. And an added 30% 
will have them so nearly controlled 
that they can live normally. Our 
docs will do still better when they 
learn more about epilepsy. 
For a long time school leaders 
have known they shouldn’t auto­ 
matically exclude a youn’n with epi­ 
lepsy. Yet many schools still do. It’s 
a ghastly mistake. Most of the suf­ 
ferers should remain right hi school 
in their regular classes, with their 
pals. They’re much less likely to have 
more seizures when their brain is 
active. And they're much less apt to 
develop «notional quirks and ten­ 
sions if they live normally. Exclusion 
from school is the worst thing that 
can happen, m admit that in a few 
extreme cases it still is necessary, 
but only a few. 
We’ve big foundations fighting tu­ 
berculosis. polio, cerebral palsy, and 
other handicaps. The foundation 
fighting epilepsy is tiny. I’d say we 
should get goin’ on this affliction 
too. Don’t you think *so? 
QUESTION ANSWERED 
Q. Is epilepsy inherited? 
A. Strictly speaking, it is not in­ 
herited. The predisposition or ten­ 
dency toward it is inherited, but the 
affliction itself is not. At least one 
hundred thousand of the people who 
will read these words are potentially 
epileptic and don’t know it.

LETTER FROM EUROPE 
Rome Is Exciting 
During Bus Strike 


(Editor’s Note: This is another 
In the intermittent articles from 
Mrs. J. F, Joseph of Ross who is 
making an extensive tour of 
Europe) 
By LOLA JOSEPH 
ROME, Italy (By Mail)—Today 
was filled with excitement, here in 
Rome, for the auto-bus operators 
went on strike—and if you think 
Italy has no military might, you 
should have seen the streets tonight 
as I came home from a shopping 
tour on Via Nazfolane. 
Certain auto buses were running, 
manned by operators in civilian 
clothes—eo of course they were 
“strike-breakers” — very kind — the 
ones on the bus I boarded, and spoke 
good English. 
As we approached Piazza Barba - 
rini, where the buses circle the foun­ 
tain enroute, tbe square was black 
with people. Bernal buses had been 
blocked by strikers and the polMa 
and soldiers were swinging “bUlies” 
right and left We finally managed 
to get through, and proceeded slow­ 
ly. The wide streets of our route was 
lined four deep, on either side, with 
soldiers and police. This continued to 
within a few yards of Piazza de 
Spagna, the location of my new, 
marvelous pensione, which is right in 
the heart of the city. 
BEGINNING TO RETURN 
When I alighted at 8 p. m. (dinner 
here, is served anytime between 8:30 
and 9 p. m.) the time people are be­ 
ginning to return home from busi­ 
ness—the streets were thronged. 
Every conceivable vehicle had been 
put into use for transportation. I 
stopped at the newsstand to get the

Unique Wheel Design 
NEW YORK UB — Wejtta*- 
house Electric Corporation has re­ 
ported successful test runs on an 
experimental gas turbine locomo­

It is 
a beautiful sight, and even on the 
narrow, unpretentious streets one 
sees these splashes of color. 
ON THE OUTSKIRTS 
On the outskirts of town, many 
new apartments are being built all 
in a modem trend of architecture. 
Each apartment has its own balcony, 
and those already occupied have 
lovely huge pots of shrubs and trees, 
even 'dwarf oranges, with the fruit 
on them. 
These apartment houses are mod­ 
em to the extreme degree in both 
line and color, and when one is in 
these districts, it is hard to realize 
they are in one of the oldest cities 
of importance in the world. It cer­ 
tainly spoils Rome, for the tourist 
Mussolini started this trend when 
he built two administration build­ 
ings, one on either side of the en­ 
trance to his
